Social Security Payment 


Earnings from summer jobs 
can affect the monthly pay- 
ments of students and other 
young people who get benefits 
from social security, according 
to social security officials here. 

“Over 4 million young peo- 
ple under 22 get monthly so- 
cial security payments as chil- 
dren of retired, disabled, or 
deceased workers,” a social se- 
curity spokesman said, “Many 
of them will spend the summer 
school vacation working. In 
some cases, this work and earn- 
ings will affect their social se- 
curity benefits.” 

The amount young people 
earn at summer or part-time 
jobs will cause a reduction in 
their social security payments if 
their total earnings for the year 
are more than $1,680, accord- 
ing to the spokesman. “But 
even if they earn over $1,680, 
they can get their social se- 
curity payment for any month 
in which they neither earn 
more than $140 nor perform 
substantial services in self- 
employment,” he said, 

Most young people won't 
earn over $1,680 from a sum- 
mer vacation job, the spokes- 
man noted, “But if they also

work part time during the year, 
they can easily earn over 
$1,680 during 1972,” he said, 

If you get social security 
benefits and earn over $1,680 
in a year, $1 in social security 
benefits is withheld for every 
$2 you earn from $1,680 up to 
$2,880. For every $1 you earn 
over $2,880, $1 in social se- 
curity benefits is withheld for 
every $1 earngd, according to 
the spokesman. 

“Summer workers and 
other young people who get so- 
cial security benefits and who 
know their earnings for this 
year will go over $1,680 should 
notify social security as soon as 
possiblé,” he said. “Refunding 
overpayments to social security 
at the end of the year can’some- 
times create a financial hard- 
ship.”

A Theory About Cell Chemistry 


How can some cells in the 
human body change their chemi- 
cal output according to the 
body’s needs? Why are some 
bacteria able to live on any of 
several different food sources? 
How does any cell regulate its 
own internal chemistry? 

A mass of experimental ob- 
servations on this subject had 
been puzzling scientists for 
years. Then, in1961,twoFrench 
Scientists announced a compre- 
hensive theory to explain the 
data. 

When the two men did their 
work, this much was already 
known: The cell's genes, made 
up of a chemical called DNA, 
contain the codes for the struc-] 
tures of various proteins, and: 


other machinery exists in the’ 


cell to read the codes and pro-, 
duce the proteins. These pro- 
teins, which are special ones 


called enzymes, then initiate the 
cell’s chemical reactions with 
its environment. The question 
in 1961 was, how does the cell 
regulate the quantity of each en- 
zyme it produces? 

The two scientists, Francois 
Jacob and Jacques Monod, put 
forward the idea that some of 
the genes had regulatory, rather 
than productive functions. Th- 
ese genes code for special pro- 
ducts that can stimulate or in- 
hibit the machinery for enzyme 
production. Jacob and Monod 
indicated that a separate reg- 
ulatory system like this may 
exist for each enzyme produced 
by the cell. 

So important were the im- 
plications of this theory, and so 
rapidly was it confirmed by ot- 
hers, that the two scientists 
were awarded the Nobel Prize 
a mere four years later. 

At The Salk Institute, in San 


Diego, as at other research in- 
Stitutions, this line of work is 
being pursued now in greater 
detail. Dr. Suzanne Bourgeois at 
the Institute is working with 
Monod and others on studies of 
the regulation of enzyme pro- 
duction in a common bacterium. 

Although most of the work 
on regulatory genes has been 
restricted to a few bacterial and 
virus systems, the available 
evidence on higher organisms 
indicates that their cells follow 
the same general pattern. In 
fact, the model offers an ex- 
planation of the apparent dif- 
ferences among the many cells 
in one organism. By this model, 
all the cells in one organism 
have the same complete set of 
genes and differ from one an- 
other only in which genes are in- 
hibited and which are ex- 
pressed. 


Appointed Executive Department Heads 
Should Be Reconfirmed Every 4 Years 


Under Article II, Section 2 of 
the Constitution of the United 
States, the heads of the execu- 
tive departments of the Federal 
government are appointed by the 
President subject to confirma- 
tion by the Senate. Since the 
department heads then serve at 
the pleasure of the President, 
once confirmed they may disre- 
gard their responsibilities to the 
people’s elected representati- 
ves and the people themselves 
so long as they satisfy the Pr- 
esident. 

Whether the Administration 
is headed by a Republican ora 
Democrat, responsible govern- 
ment demands that these ap- 
pointed officers be required to 
face an evaluation of their per- 


—-+ + = 


formance by Congress every 
four years inthe form of re- 
confirmation proceedings. 

For this reason, I have join- 
ed Senator Robert C. Byrd of 
West Virginia in sponsoring 
legislation which would correct 
this situation. 

I am convinced that this bill 
would do much to restore the 
balance of power between the 
Legislative and Executive br- 
anches of the Federal govern- 
ment. It would let Cabinet 
officers know that even though 
they are appointed by the Pres- 
ident and may be removed by 
him, they would also be res- 
ponsible to the Congress. In 
addition to considering their 
qualifications before confirm- 
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ing or refusing to confirm them 
on their initial nomination, the 
Senate would consider them ag- 
ain if the President chooses to 
renominate them for another 
four years. 

I have long felt that appointed 
Officials in the highest policy- 
making positions be required to 
display greater responsibility 
to the legislative branch. 

It is because of this philo- 
sophy that I favor Senate con- 
firmation of the Director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget.. He is appointed by the 
President and has assumed un- 
precedented authority to im- 
pound appropriations made by 
Congress, but he doesn’t have 
ot be confirmed by the Senate. 
Second lieutenants in the Army 


‘ and Ensigns in the Navy have 


to be confirmed by the Senate. 
But the head of the office of 
Management and Budget does 
not have to be confirmed. In 
effect, he is more powerful 
than the secretary ofthe Treas- 
ury, who does require such con- 
firmation. 

The authors of our Consti- 
tution wisely established a Gov- 
ernment based on a delicate 
balance of power between three 
co - equal branches. And they 
built into the system overlapping 
powers which kesult in politi- 
cal conflict betyeen the bran- 
ches so that each one acts 
as a brake on the others. 

If one branch ever becomes 
more powerful than the other, 
it can pose a threat to the ul- 
timate power of the American 
people. I believe that by re- 
quiring the re-confirmation of 
Cabinet officials, Congress 
would be protecting and pre- 
serving that power and authority 
and that separation of powers.

The pledge he wrote was first used at the dedica- 
tion of the World's Fair Grounds in Chicago on October 21, 1892, 
the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of America, and has 
been recited from that day to this, with some changes, by school 
children throughout our land. Reverend Bellamy’s original wording 
was altered slightly by the Firse and Second National Flag Confer- 
ences in 1923 and 1924 and his work was officially designated as the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag by Public Law 287, Seventy-ninth 
Congress, approved December 28, 1945. On June 14, 1954, Flag Day, 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower signed into law House Joint Reso- 
lution 243, introduced by Representative Louis C. Rabaut of Michigan, 


which added to the Pledge of Allegiance the compelling and meaningful 
words ‘‘under God"’ 
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Panama Canal problem, 
SENATOR SPARKMEN: Efforts 
to negotiate a new treaty with 
Panama have been going on for 
a considerable time. I am 
sure that the Secretary has this 
matter under serious consid- 
eration but do not know when any 
agreement with Panama may be 
ready for submission to the Se- 
nate for ratification.

Health For All

Some diseases of the lung 
trigger pain. Most, however, 
cause mild or extreme discom- 
fort instead. 

The lungs are soft, spongy 
organs made up of billions of 
microscopic air sacs which in- 
flate and deflate like tiny bal- 
loons. Although the lungs are 
equipped with nerve endings 
that pick up pain, pressure, 
and other sensation, they do not ' 
have highly pain - sensitive 
nerves. Infections and dise- 
ases of the lungs, though can 
cause pain, especially when the 
infection affects the thin mem- 
brane that completely: covers 
each lung. 

This thin membrane, called 
the pleura, surrounds a very 
narrow fluid - filled space be- 
tween the lungs and the chest 
wall. Within this pleural spa- 
ce is a fluid that normally 
enables the lung to expand-and . 
contract against the chest wall 
without any friction whatever. 
Unlike the lungs themselves, 
the membrane lining the pleur- 
al space is a rich network 
of nerve endings highly sensi- 
tive to pain. When the mem- 
brane is injured or irritated, 
pleuratic pain, commonly called 
pleurisy, can be sharpand stab- 
bing. The fact that the pain 
is si intense usually directs 
the doctor to the site of the pro- 
blem immediately. 

In other lung diseases, such 
as flu, stiffness and pain in the 
muscles of the chest occur. 
But this type of pain is us- 
ually dull and aching, made 
worse by muscular movement 
rather than breathing. 

Pain is not involved in lung 
diseases such as_ bronchitis, 
colds, emphysema, the early 
Stages of TB. When any kind 
of breathing problem develops, 
they should always be checked 
out by a physician.

JUICY MEAT 

Everyone likes tender, juicy 
meat, but not every cut of meat 
is tender. 

Long, slow cooking is asure 
way of getting meattender. You 
can braise the less tender cuts 
or simmer them for stew, meat 
pies, etc. Or you can pound 
meat with a mallet or bottle to 
break the fibers and make it 
more tender, 

Many homemakers like to 
cook meat quickly or use dry 
heat methods like broiling or 
roasting . Commercial tender- 
izers make this possible with 
less tender cuts of meat. 

Tenderizer is applied to the 
meat, which is then punched with 
holes so the tenderizer can pen- 
etrate. Tenderizer is made 
from a natural enzyme from 
either papaya plants, fresh pine- 
apple or figs. 


Medicare Aid 
For Kidney Diseased 


A recent amentment to the 
social security law is of spe- 
cial interest to those who are 
facing the high cost of treat- 
ment for a kidney ailment. Ted 
A. Gamble, manager of the Do- 
than Social Security Office said 
that some folks who need con- 
tinual hemodialysis treatment 
for kidney disease, or require 
a kidney transplant, can possi- 
bly get some help towards the 
cost from medicare. 

The basic requirement for 
medicare help is that you must 
have worked long enough under 
social security to be insured. If 
you have, not only you but your 
wife or husband or dependent 
children would be eligible for 
assistance under the program.

VA Clothing 
Allowance 
To Rise 


A $150 clothing allowance 
will automatically go this year 
to service disabled veterans 
who have qualified previously 
for the annual payment. 

The Veterans Administration 
pointed out these are veterans 
whose clothing is subject to ex- 
tra wear and tear from arti- 
ficial limbs and other prosthe- 


sis, 

About 46,000 service disabled 
veterans have already received 
$6.9 million under the law au- 
thorizing the $150 allowance 
which became effective last Au- 
gust 1. pt 

VA officials noted application 
forms were mailed to 60,000 
potentially eligible veterans sh- 
ortly after Public Law 92-328 
was enacted in June last year. 

The allowances are in addi- 
tion to monthly VA compensa- 
tion payments to veterans who 
have service connected disab- 
ilities 

Once a permanently disabled 
veteran is approved, the allow- 
ance will be paid automatically 

each year thereafter. 

Where the condition requiring 
use of the prothesis is not of 
a permanent nature, however, 
subsequent payments are sub- 
ject to reestablishment of the 
veteran’s eligibility. 

Eligible military retirees 
must apply for the allowance 
each year also, but they do not 
have to waive any of their re- 
tirement pay to qualify. 

VA urged eligible veterans 
who may not have received ap- 
plication forms to contact the 
nearest VA office if they are 
interested in receiving the al- 
lowance.

The annual bill for forestry 


research is in the hundreds of 
millions of dollars. The Forest 
Service of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture alone employs 
approximately 1,000 men and 
spends approximately $60 mil- 
lion in forest and forest pro- 
ducts research each year, 

Presenting information onthe 
latest research findings on top- 
ics of current interest such as 
the Southern pine beetle problem 
is the objective of the Twelfth 
Forestry Forum. 

The final session of the Fo- 
rum will feature a debate on 
private versus public applica- 
tion of forestry to non-industri- 
al private ownerships. A brisk 
exchange of views is expected. 

An informal discussion will 
follow each presentation. “The 
meeting should be of interest to

It is going to 
be interesting to see how this 
year turns out. 

BROILER PRODUCTION

broiler program. Mrs. Young 
lives in the Curtis Community 
and is doing an excellent job 
with two broiler houses. The 
article was written by one of 
my friends at Auburn. It was 
a real good article and shows 
how the broiler business is 
growing in Coffee County. How- 
ever, we did not mention 
ConAgra in the article. Of 
course, ConAgra, the process- 
ing plant, is the big factor in 
the broiler production in Coffee 
County. 

Ned Harrell told me this 
week that there are about 30 new 
houses under construction right 
now. We hope to see unpreced- 
ented growth in the broiler bus- 
iness in Coffee County. And if 
it happens, the folks at ConAgra 
are going to make it happen.

CORN 

The excessive rains have not 
hurt corn too much. A lotofthe 
fertilizer has been washed deep- 
er into the soil. Quite a bit 
of Nitrogen I am sure has lea- 
ched but corn in many cases 
looks good. In fact, I was in 
the New Hope Community at 
A. W. Wilson’s farm this week, 
and he had about the best look- 
ing corn I have seen inthat good 
farming community, Also, on 
the Dothan Highway James and 
Jimmy Martin have a fine look- 
ing field of corn on the right 
past Condrey’s Store. 

Most folks are trying to fig- 
ure out howto get Nitrogen side- 
dressing to corn. The problem 
is that corn is growing so ra- 
pidly andthe tractors are break- 
ing the corn down because the 
corn is too high. Coffee County 
farmers are trying to make all 
of the corn they can to cut down 
on the cost of raising livestock. 
LAWNS 

The excessive rainfall has 
not been all bad. Pastures in 
the county are in excellent sha- 
pe; lawns are in better shape 
than anytime within the past sev- 
eral years; gardens are grow- 
ing rapidly; streams are being 
replinished; and trees are grow- 
ing rapidly. Just about every- 
thing looks good now. How- 
ever, lawns will turn yellow in 
July and so will pastures if 
extra Nitrogen is not used. I 
put some extra ammonium nit- 
rate on my soil this year.

New Types Of 


Chewing Gum 


Chewing gum containing sugar 
tates great . . . ask any kid, 


but it can also cause tooth 
decay . ask any kid's mo- 
ther. 


New types of sugarless gum 
are definitely healthier for a 
child's teeth, but children don't 
always choose the things that 
are best for them. So what 
compromise can there be be- 
tween an habitual chicle - chew- 
er and his mom? 

Two scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama - Birming- 
ham (UAB) School of Dentistry 
may have the answer. Research 
by Dr. Sidney Finn and Dr. 
Homer Jamison has developeda 
third type of chewing gum that 
contains natural sugar and all 
its flavor, but doesn’t promote 
dental cavities. 

The secret is an ingredient 
known as dicalcium phosphate 
dihydrate (DPG). A 7.5% con- 
centration of DPG in gum con- 
taining refined sugar has been 
shown to effectively nullify its 
decay potential without effecting 
that juicy fruit flavor. 

In a three year test invol- 
ving 606 children at a state 
institution, the DPG gum was 
administered under supervision 
for comparison with unfortified 
sugar gum and sugariess gum. 
Each child brushed his teeth 
before breakfast and chewed 
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two sticks of gum before lunch, 
Another stick was applied after 
school, and two more between 
dinner and bedtime. Since the 
participants were already hou- 
sed in an institution, their diets 
were identical and served from 
the same kitchen. 

Oral examinations given dur- 
ing the project and at the end 
of three years indicated that 
those children chewing the DPG 
gum experienced significantly 
fewer carious lesions during 
this time than did those in the 
sugar gum group. 

Comparision between the DPG 
and sugarless groups showed 
similar caries experience. 

The results of the study have 
been confirmed by two other 
clinical trials. A two and a 
half year project in Cumberland 
R. I. and a two-year test in 


British Columbia drew similar 
conclusions,

THAT COOL, 


What is more delightful than a 
cool, cool salad in hot weather? 
And when we weigh the advan- 
tages as against cooking hot foods? 
Well, salads win every time. 

And what about weight control? 
Salads can make a real contribu- 
tion to calorie avoidance and at 
the same time give you handsome 
nourishment that you need, 

So let's talk today about salads 
being the main course, practically 
the whole meal, if you will. 

Will we sacrifice protein? No. 
Enjoyment? No, Plenty to chew 
on? No, Salads can meet all these 
requirements. 


The Four Food Groups 


{ 

In fact, a salad alone can con- 
tain all of the four food groups. 
Probably you knew that. But a 
surprising number of people 
don't. 

We will, of course, build the 
salad on vegetables. There are 
several kinds of lettuce: iceberg, 
bibb and Boston, Why not use all 
three, along with the other usual 
salad greens such as endive? 

But let’s not stop there. Let’s 
add red kidney beans, canned 
green beans, slices of green and 
red peppers, onion, slices of ra- 
dish, celery, cucumber, raw car- 
rot, and canned beets. 

Obviously, we can next add 
fruits. Tomatoes are the staple, of 
course. But why not also consider 
some of these: rings or chunks of 
pineapple, peeled orange slices, 
raw apple, pieces of fresh or 
canned peaches, or grapes.

COOL SALAD 


Now this may sound like one 
fancy conglomerate. But remem- 
ber we don’t expect you to use 
all these foods — although you 
might if you were preparing for 
a very large group — and why 
not? 

But to get to so-called protein 
foods, A worthy salad if it is to 
really be the main course of the 
meal should include meat, poul- 
try, or fish. This gets into some 
preparation, but not necessarily, 
because so many things come can- 
ned, all prepared. Like tuna, or 
canned salmon, or various meats, 
especially the luncheon slice vari- 
ety which can be easily converted 
to bite-size bits, Don’t forget sar- 
dines, anchovy or, for that mat- 
ter, chunks of chicken, turkey, 
ham, or marinated beef, or slices 
of hard-cooked egg. 


Chunk of Cheese 


Chunks of cheese, which also 
are excellent sources of protein, 
and the part sour cream or milk 
might play in your salad dress- 
ings, take care of getting the 
milk and milk products group 
ifto your salad. 

And finally; since we now have 
fruits and vegetables, the meat 
group, and the milk group, we 
need breads and cereals, There 
are two ways: Stir in a lot of 
those delicious, often garlic-soak- 
ed croutons and/or sprinkle your 
salad with wheat germ. And vio- 
la! Thank heaven, for little girls 
— little girls who make such 2 
salad, that is.
